REPORT  FROM  THE  HEADMASTER

What  happens  at  a  New  England  college  prep  school  — 
specifically  at  Governor  Dummer  —  on  a  snowless  winter! 
(I  think  that  only  once  this  past  winter  did  we  have  enough 
snow  cover  for  the  two  Ragle  boys  to  rev  up  the  family 
snowmobile  without  doing  over-much  damage  to  the  lawn 
on  the  way  to  the  woods  back  of  Ingham.) 

Well,  at  random,  the  hockey  teams  do  less  shoveling  and 
play  more  hockey,  the  varsity  this  year  coming  up  with  the 
best  record  in  two  decades;  there  are  even  days  when  those 
with  the  most  rugged  constitutions  will  lie  out  in  the 
quadrangle  in  the  sun;  the  Drama  Club,  immune  from  the 
weather,  mounts  a  delightful  production  of  the  musical 
"Pippin";  the  cross  country  skiers,  with  incredible  aplomb 
and  squad  spirit  aided  by  the  timely  and  generous  gift  of 
several  sets  of  roller  skis  from  a  sympathetic  set  of  parents 
to  the  admiration  of  everyone,  rise  above  the  absence  of 
snow  and  have  fun  together. 

This  past  winter  there  were  many  other  notable  at- 
tainments and  performances:  some  spectacular  displays  by 
Heb  Evans's  wrestling  team;  a  scrappy  girls'  varsity  basket- 
ball team;  a  fiercely  competitive  varsity  girls'  volleyball 
team;  an  enthusiastic,  well  attended,  and  warmly  received 
recital  by  the  large  Modern  Dance  group.  All  of  these  — 
and  achievements  in  other  areas,  as  well  —  are  deserving  of 
the  highest  appreciation.  No  group  was  more  deserving, 
however,  than  the  men's  varsity  basketball  team,  which 
shattered  innumerable  records  on  the  way  to  a  22  win,  1 
loss  record  (the  only  loss  encountered  in  New  York  City 
during  Christmas  vacation  to  one  of  that  city's  strongest 
teams).  The  season  culminated  in  a  win  over  Belmont  Hill 
in  the  play-off  for  the  Independent  School  League  Cham- 
pionship, followed  the  next  week  by  three  wins  leading  to 
the  New  England  Preparatory  School  Class  "C"  Champion- 
ship, the  second  in  three  years. 

On  a  different,  most  important  front,  the  Senior  Class 
has  begun  to  build  a  strong  record  of  acceptance  in  colleges. 
The  very  first,  received  even  before  Christmas,  were  an  ad- 
mission to  Princeton,  a  girl,  and  one  to  Amherst,  a  boy. 
Since  then  —  and  this  is  being  written  three  weeks  before 
the  April  15  date  when  most  acceptances  are  announced  by 
the  colleges  —  other  seniors  have  received  word  from 
Brandeis,  Bucknell,  The  University  of  Chicago,  Clarkson, 
Colby,  Colby-Sawyer,  Cornell,  Duke,  Furman,  Hamp- 
shire, Harvard,  Lawrence  (Wise);  The  Universities  of 
Maine,  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire;  The 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Northeastern,  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  Ripon,  Rollins,  Syracuse,  Union,  Washington 
College,  Washington  and  Lee,  and  William  and  Mary. 
Some  substantial  scholarships  have  been  earned. 

In  the  Admissions  Office  the  picture  at  this  writing 
resembles  last  year's  record-breaking  year,  when  there  were 
over  three  final  applications  for  every  opening  in  the  stu- 
dent body.  Although  the  Class  of  1980  is  one  of  the  best 
motivated  in  years,  it  is  also  one  of  the  smallest  at  75;  last 
fall  saw  the  big  bulge  occur  in  the  sophomore  class,  which 
presently  numbers  96. 


Alumni  continue  to  be  in  touch  with  the  Academy  in  in- 
creasing numbers.  We  look  forward  to  a  lively  Reunion 
Day  on  May  31st  when,  for  the  first  time,  the  reunion  ac- 
tivities will  include  the  alumni  baseball  and  lacrosse  games. 
Support  for  the  Annual  Fund,  so  crucial  to  the  school  in 
these  unstable  economic  times,  continues  its  steady  growth. 
We  can  be  proud,  as  well  as  most  grateful,  that  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  Academy  put  the  Fund  well  over  the  top  last 
year  at  $133,000.  Yet  this  year  by  mid-March  the  Annual 
Fund  reported  $89,982  in  hand  as  compared  with  $87,415  at 
this  time  last  year,  benefiting  from  impetus  supplied  by 
$20,000  in  matching,  challenge  gifts  from  two  generous 
donors.  The  value  to  Governor  Dummer  of  this  kind  of  an- 
nual giving  is  inestimable. 

As  I  have  traveled  to  alumni  functions  since  September, 
and  as  I  have  met  with  graduates  from  the  Canadian  West 
to  Florida,  I  have  encountered  much  interest,  many  ques- 
tions -  good,  sometimes  hard  questions  -  but,  most  promi- 
nent of  all,  I  have  observed  pride  in  and  excitement  about 
what  is  happening  at  school. 

For  the  past  half  century,  Governor  Dummer  has  gained 
in  strength  virtually  each  year.  Credit  belongs  to  many:  to 
a  tradition  of  commitment  in  the  faculty;  to  Ted  Eames  and 
Val  Wilkie  and  the  leadership  they  generated;  to,  over  the 
whole  period,  a  succession  of  wise  and  caring  Trustees  who 
are  neither  afraid  of  work  nor  gun-shy  when  confronted  by 
problems;  to  parents  who  have,  on  the  one  hand,  sup- 
ported the  school  program  and,  on  the  other,  been  willing 
to  make  constructive  criticism  from  time  to  time;  and  final- 
ly to  students-become-alumni,  who  increasingly  show  a 
concern  that  the  Academy  remain  strong. 


GDA  GOES  TO  WASHINGTON 


A  unique  opportunity  was  made  available  to  the 
Academy  this  past  December  1-7  when  seven  senior  history 
students  traveled  to  Washington  for  an  intensive  one-week 
study  of  the  Federal  Government  in  operation.

This  trip  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roland  Hornet,  parents  of  Daniel  Cross  '81, 
and  was  designed  to  provide  better  understanding  of  the 
Federal  Government  and  its  functions.  Participants  chosen 
for  the  program  included  Pam  Kurtz,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Albert  Kurtz  of  Exeter,  NH;  Julie  Duff,  daughter  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  F.  Duff  of  Byfield;  Russell  Savrann,  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  A.  Savrann  of  Andover;  Helen 
Mackay-Smith,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alexander 
Mackay-Smith  of  Ipswich;  Sally  Lee,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Robert  S.  Lee  of  Beverly  Farms;  and  Abner  Mason, 
son  of  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Abner  S.  Mason  of  Durham,  NC.  Dan 
Cross  served  as  the  tour  guide  in  Washington,  and  Faculty 
member  Michael  Mulligan  71  accompanied  the  group.  A 
former  White  House  intern  during  his  college  years,  Mr. 
Mulligan  also  spent  two  summers  working  for  ACTION 
making  him  eminently  suitable  as  faculty  chaperone. 


With  Monday  morning  came  the  group's  first  trip  to 
Capital  Hill  where  it  sat  in  the  Senate  gallery  and  listened  to 
various  speeches.  In  his  journal,  Russ  Savrann  recorded  his 
reaction:  "...  the  first  speech  we  heard  was  a  reprimand 
directed  at  Senator  Kennedy  for  publicly  supporting  the 
Shah.  This  breach  in  the  common  voice'  was  not  taken 
lightly,  and  this  was  made  clear  on  the  Senate  floor. 
.  .  .  we  also  heard  from  the  Senator  from  Arizona  who 
gave  a  twenty-minute  speech  supporting  his  vote  against 
Salt  II.  His  convincing  argument  defined  Soviet  numerical 
and  political  advantages  and  discussed  how  the  treaty 
grants  Soviet  superiority  with  ICBM's  including  'cold  fire' 
silos  ..." 

A  visit  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  a  meeting  with  Justice 
Byron  R.  White  provided  a  quick  response  to  the  an- 
ticipated first  question:  "I  have  not  read  the  book,  so  don't 
ask  any  questions."  The  Brethren  was  not  discussed,  but  an 
interesting  overview  of  judicial  history  and  a  question 
period  did  stimulate  some  ideas  from  the  group. 

The  most  valuable  aspect  of  the  Washington  experience 
was  the  availability  of  key  government  people  arranged 
with  great  care  by  the  Hornets.  An  evening  with  former 
Ambassador  to  Iran  Stuart  Rockwell  provided  personal  in- 
sight into  the  Iranian  crisis  (then  less  than  a  month  old), 
and  a  Tuesday  morning  meeting  with  Massachusetts  con- 
gressman Mavroules  gave  an  in-depth  look  at  how  a  state 
representative  supports  his  district  and  its  interest.  With 
honesty  and  insight  he  described  the  rewards  and  dif- 
ficulties of  his  job.  His  greatest  frustration?  A  student  jour- 
nal records  it  as  "  .  .  .  the  switch  from  Mayor  of  Peabody 
to  one  of  436  in  the  legislature." 

A  White  House  tour  and  meeting  with  Congressional  Aid 
Barbara  Fletcher  on  Wednesday  morning;  symphony  at  the 
Kennedy  Center  that  night;  a  Thursday  morning  Pentagon 
lecture  on  "Women  in  the  Army,"  followed  by  questions, 
kept  everyone  busy  taking  notes  and  formulating  ques- 
tions. 

That  afternoon  in  the  West  Wing  of  the  White  House,  the 
GDA  group  sat  through  a  press  conference.  From  the 
perspective  of  an  outsider  visiting  for  the  first  time,  Pam 
Kurtz  describes  in  her  journal  "...  a  room  loud  and 
smoke-filled,  dominated  by  expensive  cameras  and  zoom 
lenses.  Towards  the  back,  telephones  were  connected  to 
various  cities  —  with  several  rows  of  carrolls  for  the  na- 
tionally prominent  newspapers.  The  room  became  silent 
when  Mr.  Powell  entered,  and  he  began  quickly  with  a 
brief  statement  concerning  the  current  Cambodian  situa- 
tion which  had  been  buried  in  the  wake  of  the  hostage  pro- 
blem. The  rapport  between  the  press  secretary  and 
members  of  the  news  media  was  personal  and  on  a  first- 
name  basis,  and  the  newsmen  maintained  constant  pressure 
on  Powell,  looking  for  a  slip.  It  became  obvious,  too,  what 
specific  subjects  Powell  refused  to  mention  ...  a  perfect 
example  of  counter-balancing  forces." 

Perhaps  the  highlight  of  the  trip  was  the  swearing-in  of 
Mrs.  Hoffstatler,  the  Secretary  of  Education,  by  President 
Carter.  An  intimate  occasion,  the  reception  provided  a 
chance  to  meet  many  of  the  reception  guests  and  to  ask 
some  questions.  The  group  gained  unexpected  entrance  to 
this  ceremony  when  it  was  learned  that  they  were  represen- 
ting the  oldest  boarding  school  in  the  United  States. 


A  visit  to  the  office  of  House  Speaker  Tip  O'Neil  on  Fri- 
day provided  the  group  with  a  chance  to  speak  with  long- 
time aid  Linda  Melchonian  who  gave  an  interesting  review 
of  recent  congressional  activity  which  has  resulted  in  what 
she  felt  were  many  good,  but  relatively  obscure,  bills.  An 
example  she  cited  was  the  Budget  Implementation  Reform 
Act  which  received  little  notice  at  the  time  it  was  passed. 

The  office  of  Walter  Mondale  was  the  next  stop  for  the 
group.  Aide  Peggy  Mackomick  discussed  how  the  role  of 
the  Vice  President  has  recently  changed  making  his  office 
more  closely  coordinated  with  Mr.  Carter's  as  an  exponent 
of  presidential  policy. 

A  meeting  with  Harry  Thayer  of  the  China  desk  was 
well-received  by  everyone,  and  as  one  journal  relates 
"...  I  felt  his  presentation  was  most  informative.  He 
clarified  totally  for  me  the  fog  surrounding  American  rela- 
tions with  China  before  the  Communist  takeover.  He  was 
witty,  intelligent,  a  nice  guy  and  1  admire  him  very  much.  I 
am  planning  on  continuing  a  correspondence  with  him  if 
possible  ..." 

By  the  end  of  the  week  everyone  had  absorbed  more  than 
they  ever  believed  possible  through  the  help  of  mealtime 
discussions  stimulated  by  the  Hornets.  Dinners  became  a 
forum  for  reviewing  the  day's  events  and  discussing  issues 
in  the  news,  and  the  members  of  the  group  later  expressed 
how  much  their  political  and  civic  awareness  increased  as  a 
result.  No  classroom  can  provide  this  element,  and 
Washington  Week  has  provided  a  special  brand  of  educa- 
tion. With  the  success  of  this  first  venture,  a  second  trip  — 
Washington  Week  II  —  is  already  being  planned  and 
scheduled  for  next  April  and  May.  A  visit  to  Washington 
following  this  year's  elections  should  provide  an  interesting 
sequel  to  this  year's  memorable  trip. 


A  preliminary  outline  calls  for  eight  topics  to  be  covered 
over  each  of  the  eight  evening  sessions.  The  program  will 
include: 


ALUMNI  &  STUDENTS 
SHARE  CLASSROOM 


The  History  Department  and  three  alumni  from  the 
Greater  Boston  legal  and  financial  community  are  develop- 
ing a  course  entitled  "Business  and  the  Capital 
Markets"  which  will  be  offered  at  Governor  Dummer  in 
eight  evening  sessions  during  April  and  May. 

The  course  will  be  conducted  in  seminar  fashion  by 
Arnie  Wood  '60,  Bill  Ardiff  '55  and  Don  Blodgett  '50,  and  is 
designed  to  develop  an  understanding  of  the  interrelation- 
ship between  the  legal  system  and  business  management. 

Arnie  Wood,  who  conceived  the  course,  runs  manage- 
ment seminars  of  his  own  and  decided  that  "Business  and 
the  Captial  Markets"  might  be  of  interest  both  to  students 
and  alumni.  In  fact,  25  to  30  GDA  students  have  applied 
for  the  course  which  will  be  comprised  mainly  of  those  who 
are  currently  studying  economics.  For  the  Spring  term  they 
will  discontinue  their  regular  course  and  take  the  two-hour 
seminar  once  a  week.  The  course  will  also  be  attended  by 
faculty  and  local  alumni  who  have  expressed  interest.

The  three  course  instructors  are  all  well  respected  in  their  field, 
and  as  alumni  bring  a  personal  interest  to  the  teaching  of  G.D.A. 
students  and  faculty. 

Arnie  Wood,  a  long-standing  supporter  of  the  school,  is  current- 
ly a  Trustee  and  a  member  of  the  Development  Committee.  Arnie 
served  on  the  board  as  an  Alumni  Fellow  from  1969-1973,  return- 
ing as  a  full  member  last  spring.  As  a  financial  analyst  for 
Batterymarch  Financial  Management  Corporation  in  Boston,  he 
has  coordinated  and  taught  evening  courses  on  financial  manage- 
ment, and  brings  considerable  teaching  experience  to  the  course  he 
will  conduct  this  spring  at  G.D.A.

WINTER  SPORTS 


It  is  entirely  possible  that  no  athletic  team  in  Governor 
Dummer  history  has  ever  had  a  season  to  compare  with  the 
one  experienced  by  the  men's  basketball  team  this  winter. 
Indeed,  no  team  in  memory  in  the  entire  Independent 
School  League  has  dominated  the  basketball  scene  as  did 
the  Governors  over  the  past  three  seasons. 

Two  years  ago  the  Govs  won  both  the  I.S.L.  and  New 
England  Class  C  Championships,  beating  Thayer  for  both 
honors.  Last  year  GDA  lost  both  of  those  championships  to 
Thayer  by  a  total  of  two  points,  with  the  loss  in  the  New 
England  finals  coming  when,  with  the  Governors  leading 
by  one  point,  a  Thayer  desperation  shot  was  in  the  air  as 
the  buzzer  sounded  —  and  went  in. 

This  year,  perhaps  the  first  clue  that  this  would  be  a 
special  season  came  in  an  early  game  when  the  Govs  faced 
Thayer  in  Braintree  with  revenge  on  their  minds.  They 
decimated  the  defending  champs,  winning  by  a  margin  of 
61  points.  The  Thayer  coach  promptly  labeled  GDA  the 
best  basketball  team  in  the  state  in  any  class.  From  there  on 
the  Governors  were  clearly  the  team  to  beat  —  and  nobody 
could. 

Nobody,  that  is,  but  Bishop  Loughlin  of  Brooklyn,  one 
of  the  leading  teams  in  the  tough  New  York  City  league 
which,  with  five  or  six  players  at  6'6"  or  over,  won  by  five 
points.

But  the  Governors  were  untouchable  in  the  Independent 
School  League,  averaging  close  to  90  points  a  game.  Even 
outside  the  League  they  beat  the  likes  of  Phillips  Andover, 
the  Bentley  College  J.V.'s,  and,  in  a  preliminary  to  a  B.U. 
—  U.N.H.  game  in  Boston,  Nazareth  High  School  of  New 
York.  Overall,  the  team  compiled  an  amazing  22-1  record. 

In  the  League  Championship  game,  Belmont  Hill  fell  by  a 
score  of  59-42.  And  in  the  Class  C  New  England  tourney 
finals  played  at  Brandeis  University,  a  game  Brooks  squad 
was  handily  defeated,  74-58. 


Senior  co-captain  Tony  Thomas  was  easily  the  League's 
outstanding  player  and,  according  to  no  less  an  authority 
than  former  coach  Buster  Navins,  the  best  basketball  player 
ever  to  wear  a  Governor  Dummer  uniform.  His  26  points- 
per-game  average  led  not  only  the  I.S.L.,  but  every  league 
in  Eastern  Massachusetts,  junior  Terrence  Tally  led  the 
League  in  rebounds  with  13  per  game,  and  was  voted  MVP 
in  the  Class  C  tourney.  Co-captain  Kevin  Callahan  was  an 
exceptional  floor  leader,  and  turned  in  a  big  game  in  the 
Championship  game  against  Brooks.  All  members,  in  fact, 
contributed  significantly  to  the  exceptional  pride  and  spirit 
which  characterized  this  team,  against  which  all  future 
GDA  basketball  teams  will  be  measured.

Hockey 

"Gentlemen,  you  don't  have  enough  talent  to  win  on 
talent  alone."  So  said  Herb  Brooks  to  the  U.S.  Olympic 
hockey  team;  this  also  summarizes  the  lecture  given  to  the 
GDA  hockey  team  by  coach  Steve  Harrington  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  hockey  season.  This  team  was  expected  to  have 
trouble  winning  any  games,  yet  it  exhibited  character, 
pride,  poise,  discipline,  and  hustle  while  compiling  the  first 
over-all  (both  in  and  out  of  the  division)  winning  season  in 
35  years!  The  final  record  was  8-6-3,  and  6-5-2  in  the  divi- 
sion. 

In  only  5  of  the  17  games  were  the  Governors  winning 
going  into  the  third  period;  they  won  those  five.  In  the 
other  12  games  they  were  losing  by  2  or  more  goals  and 
came  back  to  win  or  tie  6  of  them.  Even  in  the  six  losses 
they  came  back  —  but  not  quite  far  enough  —  in  all  but 
one. 

The  first  line  of  seniors  Steve  Moheban,  Joe  Benson,  and 
Peter  Cavanagh  scored  a  total  of  53  goals  and  68  assists  to 
become  the  highest  scoring  line  in  GDA  history.  Among 
the  other  accomplishments  of  this  team  of  over-achievers 
were  school  records  for  number  of  goals  (79),  assists  (118), 
shots  on  goal  (611),  shots  per  game  (36  average),  and 
blocked  shots  (365).

Wrestling 

The  wrestling  team  finished  another  successful  and 
rewarding  season  with  a  dual-meet  record  of  9-4.  That  they 
fell  slightly  short  of  pre-season  expectation  was  due  to  un- 
fortunate injury  and  untimely  illness.
